Probation  to  Be 
On  New  System 

Based  on  faculty  nnd  adminis¬ 
trative  action,  a  new  probationary 
system  for  students  will  become 
effective  in  September,  1958. 

Development  of  the  new  system 
grew  out  of  inequities  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  probationary  set-up.  As  it  now 
stands,  a  student  carrying  15  hours 
who  fails  one  five-hour  course  and 
makes  “E”  in  all  his  other  work 
would  be  placed  on  probation,  while 
a  student  who  makes  15  hours  of 
I  would  not  be. 

Under  the  new  system,  fresh¬ 
men  must  attain  a  cumulative 
grade  point  average  of  .70  or 
better  at  the  end  of  two  semes¬ 
ters  or  be  automatically  plac¬ 
ed  on  probation. 

Students  placed  on  probation 
at  the  end  of  the  freshman  year 
must  attain  a  grade  point  aver¬ 
age  of  .70  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
first  semester  of  the  sophomore 
year,  or  at  the  conclusion  of  38 
semester  hours  of  attempted  cre- 
-dltr-or  be  automatically  dropped 
for  one  calendar  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  sophomore 
year,  all  students  must' have  and 
maintain  a  cumulative  grade 
point  average  of  .80  or  be  drop¬ 
ped  for  one  year.

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Males  Dominate  Campus  . . . 

It  is  a  man's  world!  This  statement  is  true  as  far  as  life  on 
Campus  is  concerned,  regardless  of  what  the  women  have  to  say. 

There  are  1,012  men  students  in  classes  compared  to  553 
women.  This  is  a  ratio  of  almost  2  to  1 .  As  for  men  and  women 
foculty  members,  the  ratio  is  the  same— 2  to  1. 

In  1945  the  situation  was  the  extreme  opposite  with  172 
Women  in  classes  and  20  men.  The  war  accounts  for  this  differ¬ 
ence,  but  it  shows  the  contrast  between  life  on  campus  13  years 
ago  and  the  man's  campus  of  today. 

Why  do  men  dominate  colleges  now?  Is  it  that  the  atomic 
age  has  demanded  more  of  men  in  fields  of  science  and  chem¬ 
istry,  fields  which  are  dominated  by  men  rather  than  women, 
Or  is  it  that  women  marry  at  an  earlier  age  now  and  don't  have 
the  chance  to  attend  that  they  once  did? 

Could  the  fact  that  when  couples  get  married  now  the  wife 
often  gets  a  job  to  help  finance  her  husband's  education  account 
for  the  decreasing  number  of  women  students? 

Whatever  the  answer  may  be,  it  brings  up  another  question: 
1$  this  going  to  affect  our  way  of  life?  Uneducated  women  are  a 
trend  from  the  past,  and  it  seems  that  recession  in  this  area  is 
under  way.— James  Pierce.

House  of  Glass, 
Pine-Sheltered, 

Is  Teaching  Aid 

Resembling  a  glass  cottage,  the 
College  greenhouse  sits  on  a  ter¬ 
race  behind  the  Industrial  Arts 
building  In  a  shelter  of  pines  and 
elms. 

The  greenhouse  has  a  multi¬ 
purpose  existence.  Its  chief  use  is 
ns  an  Instructional  aid.'  However, 
according  to  Mr.  Myles  C.  Grabau 
of  the  biology  department,  it 
Is  large  enough  to  permit  other 
activities. 

Several  types  of  floral  materials 
are  supplied  for  campus  U6e. 
These  Include  cut  flowers  for  the 
administration  offices  and  the 
potted  palms  which  arc  used  on 
the  auditorium  stage.  Non-profit 
organizations  at  the  Co.lcge  arc 
sometimes  supplied  with  flowers, 
and  at  times  Uirougliout  the  year 
various  potted  plants  are  avail¬ 
able. 

Experimental  Work  Is  Done 

Experimental  work  by  the  bota¬ 
ny  department  takes  up  a  part 
of  the  greenhouse.  Botanical  speci¬ 
mens  are  kept  and  propagated 
there.  Horticulture  classes  also 
make  use  of  the  greenhouse  as  a 
laboratory. 

In  the  north  room  arc  several 
tropical  and  desert  plants.  A  ba¬ 
nana  palm,  a  coconut  palm,  and 
an  avocado  tree  are  among  the 
exotic  specimens.  Last  fall,  Mr. 
Grabau  relates,  a  ripe  bunch  of 
bananas  was  taken  from  the  ba¬ 
nana  palm. 

Temperatures  Are  Warm 

Steam  heat  maintains  a  tem¬ 
perature  of  about  sixty  degrees 
during  the  day  and  fifty  degrees 
at  night.  Somewhat  warmer  tem¬ 
peratures,  between  sixty  and 
seventy  degrees,  are  kept  in  the 
north  room  for  the  tropical  plants.

halionary  status  is  automatic 
without  official  notification 
from  tile  College.  If  a  student 
docs  not  know  how  to  figure  his 
grade  point  average,  he  should 
seek  help  from  the  Dean  or  ’> 
from  some  member  of  the 
faculty. 

Seniors  will  still  be  included  un¬ 
der  the  present  system.  That  is, 
to  enter  practice  teaching  '•they 
must  have  attained  a  grade  point 
average  of  1.0  or  better.  Degrees 
will  be  granted  only  upon  the  at¬ 
tainment  of  a  1.0  grade  point  aver¬ 
age,  also. 

Any  student  who  has  received 
a  negative  grade  point  average 
for  the  year  will  be  automatically 
dropped  at  the  end  of  the  year 
without  an  additional  probationary 
period. 

Rcadmisslon  to  the  college 
for  students  dropped  for  acad¬ 
emic  deficiencies  shall  be  de¬ 
termined  by  submitting  a  peti¬ 
tion  to  the  Committee  on  Ad-- 
missions,  Advanced  Standing, 
and  Graduation  after  an  ab¬ 
sence  of  one  calendar  year. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that 
tire  purpose  of  the  new  system  is 
to  make  a  more  fair  method  of 
determining  student  status.
